Distribution of the fall installment 
of taxes, amounting to $450,625.81, 
which were eolleeteil in Rush county 
during the period ending 
Monday, 
November 6, has been completed and 
today the county amlitor, Phil Wilk , 
and his deputy, were 
distributing 
the share of the taxes due the town­ 
ships and other political « livisions of 
the county. 
Rush county was the first county 
in the state to finish the December 
distribution, as it was a year ago. 
Mr. Wilk took the settlement sheet 
to the state auditor's office in In­ 
dianapolis Wednesday, where it was 
approved, ami In* was told that he 
was the first amlitor in the state to 
complete the « listribution. 
Tiie auditor's office made a better 
record than a year ago 
when 
the 
settlement sheet was not approved 
until November 25. Last year, also, 
the taxpaying period ended five days 
earlier, which means that the settle­ 
ment was made ten « lays earlier than 
last November, when the Rush coun­ 
ty auditor was also the first in the 
state. 
Taxes collected from the close of 
the spring taxpaying period to No­ 
vember 6 amounted to $457,29 1. but 
$665.11 of this sum was not distrib­ 
ute« ! as certain small items are « le- 
dueiable muler the law 
before the 
distribution is made.

Bodies Of 82 VicLims Of Mine Blast 


Near Birmingham. Ala., Already 


Brought To Surface 


S O M E OF T H E IN JU R E D M AY D IE 


Miners Entombed By Explosion Are 


Found Huddled Together— Elec­ 


tricity Ignites Dust

Birmingham, Nov. 23.—Bodies of 
82 /victims of the 
explosion 
which 
entombed 475 miners in tin* Dolomite 
mine of the Woodward Iron com­ 
pany, near here, has been brought 
to tlu* surface at an early hour t<>- 
day. 
The death toll of Alabama’s second 
greatest disaster was expe<*ted to 
he swelle« l to 100 by deaths of some 
of the 75 work ers who lie in hospi­ 
tals severely injured «>r burned. 
The other miners entombe« l by the 
explosion «>1 jn i n«> « lust y« *sterday 
were huddled together safely when 
found by rescue squads. 
Tlu* rescue work ers were still ex­ 
piring tin* most « lisfant recess of the 
mine, while a hnndfull <*f the tlmus- 
amls of relatives ami <*urious spc« - 
tators who jammed about tin* 
mine 
mouth as load after load of dead 
was stack « *» ! on the cold ground, still 
milled around the « -barred ami smok ­ 
ing tipple, awaiting possible news of 
additional victims. 
Militia men ealle« l to lu» l« l back the 
screaming frenzied women and <*hild- 
ren, relatives «>U victims, fro m intcr- 
ferring with tin* rescue work , still 
paced silently in front of the mine 
mouth. 
Screams of the fear-crazed 
watchers were heard nearly a quarter 
of a mile la s t night as each car loa« l 
of the <lea« l reached the surface. 
The explosion was caused by an 
electric spark igniting 
mine 
« lust. 
Sheets of flame swept tlu* mine and 
spouted from the tipple, block ing the 
entrance. 
The first of the entombed

125 black ened work ers 
came 
out of tlu* shaft immediately after 
the blast and within two hours many 
others, with terrified faces appeared.
